1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art, 
Tsujita et al. (US 5,798,375) teaches a method for treating arteriosclerosis or xanthoma where 
the method comprises administering a composition comprising HMG-CoA reductase inhibitors 
and a second agent selected from insulin sensitizers. The prior art differs from the instant claims 
in that the consisting essentially of language of the instant claims excludes insulin sensitizers 
from the claims. Thus the pending claims are allowable.
